a total  of  332  coins,  only  three  an 
below  the  About  Uncirculated 
category.  Practically  every  piece  i 
a Condition  Census  specimen 
Many  are  finest  or  equal  to  fines 
known  of  the  particular  variet' 
involved. 


1 hese  splendid  coins  defy  descrip 
tion.  Some  of  their  magnificence 
is  reflected  in  the  natural  coloi 
photograph  on  the  cover  of  this 
catalog.  Within,  each  early  cent  h 
photographed  in  black  and  white 
as  are  many  of  the  outstanding  late 
date  cents.  It  is  significant  that  01 
the  hundreds  of  large  cent  collect 
lions  catalogued  since  the  late 


I1860’s  (when  photographic  plates 
of  coins  hist  appeared) , only  the 
[Beckwith  collection  (Chapman, 
•1923)  teas  considered  worthy  of 
being  illustrated  almost  in  its  en- 
tirety, as  is  the  Helfenstein 
collection.  The  sharpest  photo- 
graphs. the  most  accurate  and  elo- 
quent  commentaries,  fail  to 
convey  the  sheer  visual  impact, 
the  breathtaking  beauty  of  these 
Helfenstein  large  cents.  They 
speak  for  themselves,  muting  all 
other  media,  and  must  be  seen  to 
be  appreciated.

Sharply 
enough  struck  to  establish  that  broadening  of  pole  results  from  recutting,  both 
original  and  later  cuttings  being  plainly  visible.  Not  known  when  “Penny  Whimsy” 
appeared,  now  takes  clear  rank  as  finest  known  of  this  renowned  and  beautiful 
variety.

iridescent  tints.  Sharpest  strike  ever  seen  on  this  variety  (which  is  always  weak  on 
obv.,  apparently  from  imperfect  hubbing  of  the  bust  punch  into  the  die  blank); 
best  surface  and  colors  yet  seen  on  a 1798  overdate  of  any  of  the  three  varieties. 
Edge  lightly  reeded  with  both  diagonal  lines  and  vertical  lines  — this  reeding 
being  plainer  on  the  present  coin  than  on  any  others  we  recall  of  this  year,  and 
very  likely  intentional.  Very  late  die  state  (Clapp’s  7c-Gc),  with  all  the  cracks 
heavy.  Finest  known  by  a considerable  margin  — over  thirty  points.  Not  seen  for 
many  years  by  Sheldon  when  “Penny  Whimsy”  was  being  compiled.  Obverse  pic- 
tured in  “Penny  Whimsy,”  apparently  from  one  of  Homer  Downing’s  photographs. 
Reverse  pictured  in  Clapp’s  book  on  the  1798-99  cents.  The  importance  of  this 
coin  is  quite  impossible  to  exaggerate.  PLATE.
